Panama  Reaches  U,S.  Agreement

HAVING  EARNED  the  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  degree  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  London,  he  became  the 
youngest  college  president  in  the 
country  when  at  the  age  of  30 
he  became  president  of  Sarah 
Lawrence  College  in  Bronxville, 
N.  Y. 

Currently  a director  of  the 
Peace  Research  Institute,  Dr. 
Taylor  will  lecture  on  the  “Crisis 
of  Education.” 

DR.  TAYLOR  has  also  vvTitten 
more  than  200  articles  on  phil- 
osophy and  education. 

He  has  traveled  through  Asia 
and  Russia  on  a Ford  Foundation 
^ant  since  his  retirement  from 
Sarali  LavvTence  in  1959. 


PANAMA  CITY.  (UPI)  — Pan- 
ama agreed  early  Wednesday  to 
resume  diplomatic  relations  with 
the  United  States,  subject  to  ne- 
gotiation of  “all  existing  matters” 
at  issue  between  the  two  coun- 
tries. 

Panama  broke  relations  last 
week  for  the  first  time  in  its  60- 
year  history  after  fighting  erupt- 
ed in  a dispute  over  the  U.  S.- 
controlled  Canal  Zone. 

An  agreement  reached  in  talks 
sponsored  by  the  Inter-American 
Peace  Commission  stipulated  that 
negotiations  will  be  initiated  30 
days  after  diplomatic  ties  are 
renewed. 

THE  AGREE3IENT  did  not  re- 


fer directly  to  Panama’s  demand 
for'  revision  of  the  60-year-old 
treaty  under  which  the  United 
States  operates  the  Panama  Can- 
al. The  United  States  was  under- 
stood to  Jiave  objected  to  such  a 
reference. 

But  Panama  accepted  the  ag- 
reement, considering  it  to  imply 
that  the  canal  will  be  discussed 
since  that  is  the  main  outstanding 
issue. 

“THE  INTER-American  'Peace 
Commission  has  invited  the  par- 
ties (the  United  States  and  Pan- 
ama) to  reestablish  diplomatic  re- 
lations as  quickly  as  possible,”  a 
brief  communique  said  in  part. 

“The  parties  have  agreed  to 


accept  this  invitation  and,  as  a 
consequence  thereof,  have  agreed 
to  begin  formal  negotiations 
which  will  be  initiated  30  days 
after  diplomatic  relations  are  re- 
established by  means  of  repre- 
sentatives who  will  have  suffic- 
ient power  to  discuss  without 
limitations  all  existing  matters  of 
any  nature  which  may  affect  the 
relations  between  the  United 
States  and  Panama.” 

THE  PEACE  Commission,  a 
five-nation  group,  was  sent  here 
Saturday  by  the  Organization  of 
American  States  to  try  to  put  a 
stop  to  a wave  of  anti-American 
violence  by  armed  mobs  in  Pan- 
ama.

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Segni  Calls  For  Bonds 
Between  US- Italians 


WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  — Ital- 
ian President  Antonio  Segni  told 
a joint  session  of  Congres  Wed- 
nesday that  Italy  wants  to  create 
a Europe  tied  to  America  by 
‘‘indissoluble  bonds  of  interde- 
pendence, of  loyalty  and  solid- 
arity.” 

IN  A 'PREPARED  speech  in 
which  he  gave  full  support  of  the 
Atlantic  Alliance,  Segni  said  a 
United  Europe  is  necessary  for 
the  stability  and  balance  of  the 
alliance. 

“THEREFORE,”  HE  said,  “the 


Atlantic  Alliance,  the  / atlantic 
partnership  and  atlantic  unity 
are  intimately  related  elements. 
The  atlantic  partnership  (of 
equals  as  envisaged  by  the  late 
President  Kennedy)  is  a second 
step  and  European  unity  is  the 
necessary  premise  to  achieve  it.” 

“But  the  Europe  we  want  to 
create  is  a Europe  tied  to  Amer- 
ica by  indissoluble'bonds  of  inter- 
dependence, of  loyalty  and  solid- 
arity, bonds  which  must  unite 
the  peoples  that  live  around  the 
mediterranean  area.
